Avoiding the Picnicking Food 'bug'

When packing the cooler and preparing the food for
your next outing there are a few safety tips to be aware of.

How should | store my food?

Until food is ready to pack in the cooler, it is safest to store un-
cooked meats in the refrigerator. If your picnic includes buying
fast food, eat it within 2 hours or chill it. To keep your food cold
make sure to pack it in an insulated cooler and keep the food at
40°F. Bacteria multiply rapidly above this temperature. Once at
the picnic, store the cooler in the shade. Keep the lid closed and
avoid repeat openings of the cooler, allowing cold air to escape.

Remember that food should always be stored in a cooler except
when cooking or serving. Place leftovers promptly back into the

Meat should be cooked until juices run clear, especially ground
beef. Meats that have been pre-cooked should be heated until

The Bernalillo County Fire Department will be asking the Board of
County Commissioners for a fireworks ban in the unincorporated
areas of the county, effective through July 14. The ban applies to
fireworks that shoot higher than 10 feet in the air, have more than
a 6 foot coverage area and fireworks that are louder than a cap
gun. Permissible fireworks may be used in all other areas of the
county on barren or paved areas. These include cones, fountains
and hand-held sparklers.

If an individual is caught with prohibited fireworks, a citation could
be issued requiring a fine up to $1000 and/or one year jail time .
An individual may be held liable for property damage caused by
illegal firework use.

The severe drought conditions and the potential risk to life, prop-
erty and the environment prompted the proposed ban. The ban
covers the areas east of Louisiana Blvd. to the west face of the
Sandia Mountains, from San Antonio Blvd. north to the Sandia
Indian Reservation, all the East Mountain area and areas W|th|n
